Passing of Captain Winthrop. — 
4 Soldier and a Citizen 


Capt. Thomas F, Winthrop died last 
night about 12 o'clock, at the Santa Rosa 
Hospital, after an illness of but a few 
days.

Thomas Ferguson Winthrop was born | 


in Andover, county of Essex, Mass., May 
1, Is4z. He enrolled as a private in 
Company A, nineteenth (Massachusetts) 


regiment volunteer infantry, at Lynn- | 


field, Mass., Aug. 28, 1861, and served 


cont inuously throughout the war, first as) i 
| dition for 


private, then as quartermaster sergeant, 
second lieutenant, first heutenant, reg- 
iment quartermaster in the Nineteenth 
Massachusetts, and as second heutenant 
and captain in the Sixty-second Massa- 
chusetts Volunteer Infantry. He was 
honorably discharged near Petersburg, 
Va., on the fourth day of October 1864. 
He served throughout all the severe 
engagements of his regiment during the 


entire time and was one of the few that 


passed through the war practically with- 
out a scratch, 


As to patriotism, it is creditably told | 


of him that he was offered a European 
trip with a college education if he would 
not enlist, but his patriotism won out, 
and he cast aside the offer and enlisted. 
After the war he entered railroad 
service as an employe of the Central Ver- 
mont Railway, at Rouse’s Point, N. Y. 


and served there as agent and in other’ 
capacities fur a number of yeaxs. He was | 


then connected with the’ Hudson River 
railway for a short time and resigned his 
position there to accept a lucrative posi- 
tion in Washington, D. C., in the pension 
department of the United States govern- 
ment and retained that position until the 
election of President Cleveland, He then 
went with the Missouri Pacific Railway 
at St. Louis where he remained for two 
or three years and he resigned to accept 
a nice position with the Missouri, Kansas 
and Texas railway at Sedalia, Mo., but 
found that on account of the iliness of 
his family it was necessary for him to 
leave the place, and he did so about four- 
teen years ago, acceptinga position inthe 
claim department of the San Antonioand 
Arcensas Pass railway. He had been in 
the service of that company ever since, 
having attained the position of chief 
claim clerk, which ha held at the time of 
his death. 


During his lifetime Mr. Winturop and 
his friends derived a great deal of pleas- 
use out of songs and poetry composed by 
lim, and ove song written by him and his 
cousin during the war was published by 
one of the largest publishers, and over 
60,000 copies were sold, ‘The poem “The 
Old Brigade,” written by him and dedi- 

cated to the Third Brigade, second divi- 
sion, second corps. army of the Potomac, 
reflects the old soldier’s feelings and 
makes a thrill run through those whoare 
left, at the thoughts of the old battle 
days. It was as follows: 


No longer blaze the camp fires bright, 
Among the Southern Pines, 

No more on field or cannoned height 
Are formed its martial lines, 

Dumb are its noisy drums, and still 
Its rifle fusilade, 

And quiet rests on vale and hill 7 
Where ¢ am ped the “Old Brigade '

In 25 years 
millions of them have come to Christ | 
and into the churches of all denomina- 
tions: other millions should come. From 
the junior society more and more re- 
cruits are coming into the church, but 
there are multitudes of children whos: 
hearts are easily touched who have no:

“4. An endeavor for a revival of mis- 
sionary zeal and giving, This has long 
been an endeavor of Endeavorers, but . 
I plead with vou to reach forward to 
larger and more generous things. The 
salvation of our country from) greed, 
corruption, ring rule and rum rule ts 
closely allied with home missions, and 
means nothing short of the redemption 
of all America.

“While, however, few deny flatly and 
openly the truth of the doctrine thus 
laid down, it is practically contradictel 
every day, and in all parts of the 
union, For 75 years we have permit- 
ted our offices to be treated as mere 


| loot in a political warfare, not as trusts 
| belonging to the people, but as ‘spoils’ 


belonging to the ‘victors.’ 

“Moreover, since the pecuniary value 
of many offices can be largely = in- 
creased by adopting  tatitudinarian 
views as to certain lines of official 
conduct, an absence of prejudice is 
‘tips, ‘sugar,’ 
the plugging’ of corporations anq oth- 
er practices with conventional and 
names which cloak such 
bald terms as extortion and bribery. 

“Civil service reform, in fact, ap- 
plies a eaustic to the very ulcer in our 
politics, in teh application of morality 
and common sense to the choice of 
public servants, The typical American 
politician, as developed by the spoils 
system of politics, earns his living by 
holding, when he can. get it, a public 
office in return for past or expected 
party work; to get rid of him andchis 
work we must thoroughly eradicate 
from our own minds and those of our 
fellow-citizens the absurd and wicked 
notion that offices are ‘spoiis,’ This 
must be our first step if we would pu-. 
rify our politics and so long a step 
that it will go far to render needless 


| any further steps in the work of pu- 
| rification. 


“Between the good and bad men in 
poetics there is and should be a war- 
fare without truce or quarter. If the 
g00d man would protect the public 
health, wisely’ relieve want, train 
youth, shelter the unfortunate, sup-

THIRTY YEARS YOUNGER. 
‘From Engineering Magaine, 
To give you some-téea -wF Giz dit- 


-ference-between the time of the Cen- 


tennial Exposition in 1876° and this 
I have simply to mention that during 
that exposition no buildings were kept 
night; there was no means 
of lighting such buildings at night 
with. any kind of ease or safety: : 

All the power was distributéd, alt 
the machinery the expesition poss- 
essed was in one building—Machinery 
Hall—and the hall was traversed from 
the centre in 4 directions by enormous 
shafts, with enormous belts and pul- 
l_ys driving every piece. of machinery 
in that hall. 

The engine—a very targe Corliss env 
gine it was called—of 1400 h. p. was 
geared by great wooden cogs to a jack 
shaft, by bevel gear and beiting, dis- 
tributed power to the line shafting 
which ran the length of the building. 
This may give you some idea of the 
conditions of power supply, There: was 
a railway running through the grounds 
of couse it was a steam road. Nothing 
else could have been thought of—no- 
thing in the way of trolley cars; no- 
thing in the way of electric railways
